Your Baby’s War Debt 


Already the United States has paid out in cash for this 
war as much as it spent during all of World War I. 

The first World War costs, including loans to allies, 
amounted to $25,729,000,000. To date in this war, the gov- 
ernment has expended approximately $26,000,000,000. 

And that $26,000,000,000 is a bare beginning. The pro- 
grammed expenditures for erushing Nazi and Jap now ex- 
eeed $160,000,000,000—or more than six times the cost of 
beating the Kaiser 25 years ago. This means a war cost of 
$6,000 for each American family of five persons—of $1,200 
for every individual citizen. Each baby of 1942 is born into 
a $1,200 share of the price our nation must pay for victory. 


The epics of war and all causes 
are written in pure flashes of in- 
spiration without forethought or 
intent, like fingers of searchlight 
beams that grope out in darkness 
toward the eternity of space. 

One of these flashes of insight 
comes from the pen of an Upland 
youth who, though his name has 
been pledged to anonymity, re- 
veals an underlying force in this 
war the importance of which may 
be little realized—the love of man 
for a machine. Through his reve- 
lation one may catch a _ glimpse 
of the real force supporting the 
unmatched successes of American 
airmen against their enemies. 

To the fiyer’s skill and courage 
must be added the devotion, thor- 
oughness and skill of ground 
crews imbued with almost fanat- 
ical zeal and exactitude. Back of 
it all lies the American lad’s love 
of his machine, born of three de- 
cades of coaxing explosive ja- 
lopies to run smoothly and now 
transferred with adeptness to as- 
suring purring performance in 
planes which must meet’ every 
stress of flight and battle.

And when Americans read dis- 
patches telling of the exploits of 
their courageous airmen, they will 
know that this love is not strange.

guage, because they have known 
the love of men who love their 
country, their liberty and their 
fellowmen.
